cost of operation and maintenance.

the natu ralist. 
The ex pedition landed at the mou th of the 
Mimika riv er, on the sou th coast of Du tch New' 
Gu inea, In the early part of the y ear, and at once 
j pu shed into the interior. 
W hile ascending the 
Snow m ou ntains, at an elev ation of abou t 2,000 
feet, the ex plorers cam e u pon the tribe of pig­ 
mies, which are said to belong to that div ision 
of the hu m an race known as the Negritos. 
The Im portance of this discov ery to anthro­ 
pologists can hardly be ov erestim ated, becau se 
It has alway s 
been 
a su bject of controv ersy 
among the scientists as to w hether Negritos ex ­ 
isted in the Papu an islands. 
T he New Gu inea sav ages, or Papu ans, as they 
•re called, are com parativ ely well known, bu t 
they are a v ery different kind of men to the pig­ 
mies ju st discov ered. 
The ty pical Papu an 
Is 
mu ch taller than the av erage Eu ropean, often a t­ 
taining a height of sev en feet, and Is strongly 
bu ilt. 
The color of the skin v aries from deep 
chocolate to nearly black. 
The nose is large 
and prominent, and a nose bar of shell, bone or 
wood is u su ally thru st throu gh it. 
Both men and 
women go abou t entirely naked. 
Their hou ses 
are generally bu ilt on piles, and, as in Borneo, 
are often commu nal and of v ery large size, m any 
families occu py ing one bu ilding, which may be 
as mu ch as 7 9 0 feet long. 
Then there are re­ 
m arkable hou ses bu ilt In trees and known as 
‘dobbos,” bu t these are u sed only to escape their 
inemies. 
Cannibalism prev ails among the P a ­ 
pu ans, althou gh It Is by no m eans u niv ersal. 
The Negrito« #, on the other hand, which here­ 
tofore hav e been thou ght to occu py only 
the 
Andaman 
Islands, in 
the 
Bay of Bengal, 
the 
northern portion of the Malay peninsu la and the 
Philippine islands, are characteristically short, 
no adu lt standing ov er fou r feet six inches, while 
the women rarely ex ceed fou r feet. 
The av erage 
height is abou t fou r feet three inches. 
The main featu res 
of this 
pecu liar 
hu man 
ty pe, apart from their dim inu tiv eness, are the 
ex traordinarily dark color of their skin, which 
approaches the color 
of 
a 
newly blaekleaded 
stov e, the ex trem ely broad nose, the breadth of 
w'hich is abou t equ al to the height, and the frizzy 
hair, which grows in isolated peppercorn tu fts all 
ov er the scalp. 
T heir arm s are u nu su ally long, 
like those of the man-ape, and their m ental qu ali­ 
ties are sadly u ndev eloped, not one of them being 
able to ex press a higher nu m erical idea than 
three. 
How these little people hav e been able to 
protect them selv es against the many dangerou s 
animals that infest the section, particu larly the 
gigantic gazeka. which has ju st been discov ered, 
ifi still a m y stery , althou gh they hav e shown re­ 
m arkable ingenu ity in the inv ention of weapons. 
One. for instance, is a v ariety of “spring gu n" 
which m ight prov e effectiv e against almost any 
liv ing enemy . 
It is made by setting a flattened 
bamboo spear attached to a bent sapling which 
is fastened to a trigger in su ch a way that It is 
released by the passerby stu m bling against an 
Inv isible string stretched across the track. 
The 
spears are poisoned, either 
with 
the 
famou s 
“u pas” or some other similar v egetable poison, 
and a wou nd from one of them m eans alrnoet 
instant death. 
W hether 
su ch primitiv e 
defensiv e methods 
av ail them against the hu ge gazeka is not known, 
bu t the chances are that 
they 
find 
safety 
in 
retreat. 
According to the official reports, the gazeka is 
of gigantic size and fearsom e aspect. 
It is black 
and white striped, has the nose of a tapir and 
“a face like the dev il.” 
Among the English in­ 
habitants ol the island, the animal is known as 
M onckton’s gazeka, in honor of Mr. C. A. W. 
Monckton, a former ex piorer in New Gu inea, who 
first reported its presence in the mou ntains. 
Mr. Monckton. du ring his ascent of Mou nt Al­ 
te r! E d v ard , In the wbsc of British New Gu inea, 


discov ered the hu ge footprints and other indica­ 
tions of the v ery recent presence of some trem en­ 
dou s m onster that had ev idently been prowling 
on the grassy plains su rrou nding the lakes on 
the su m m it at an elev ation of abou t 12,500 fe e t 
He followed the trail all day , and cam e u pon the 
m onster at du sk, ju st as it was dev astating a 
settlem ent of the pigmies. The little nativ es were 
scream ing and ru nning for their liv en, althou gh 
they tu rned ev ery now and again to aim their 
poisoned arrow s at the bru te. 
Monckton let fire as soon as he was able to 
get in a proper position, and the hu ge gazeka at 
once tu rned u pon him. 
As it reared u pon its 
hind legs arid pawed the air it looked to the 
hu nter as big as a hou se, standing fu lly 25 feet 
high. 
Two of M onckton’s bu llets seem ed to take 
effect, as a stream of blood flowed freely from 
the anim al’s shou lder, bu t before Monckton was 
able to reload the anim al tu rned and fled. 
By 
that tim e it was too dark to follow him, and 
Monckton 
nev er 
had 
another 
opportu nity 
to 
renew his pu rsu it. 
None of the inhabitants was brav e enou gh to 
repeat M onckton’s a ttem pt to captu re the bru te, 
and u ntil the British ex pedition reached 
New 
Gu inea he has prowled arou nd with impu nity , oc­ 
casionally descending u pon the ru dim entary hu ts 


the 
pigmies 
and 
destroy ing 
those who failed to fly in time. 
The 
British 
ax plorers 
were 
aw are of M onckton’s ex perience, 
and in fact, it is believ ed tha t one 
of the principal objects 
of 
the 
ex pedition was to secu re a spe­ 
cimen of the strange m onster. 
It 
has long been known that there 
were 
many 
m am m als 
In 
New 
Gu inea still to be discov ered, bu t 
Ju st w'hat they ex pected to find th« 
scientists 
them selv es* cou ld 
not 


New Gu inea lies to the east of 
what is know*n as W allace’s line, 
an im aginary line defined by A. R. 
W allace, on one side 
of 
w'hich 
only placenta anim als are fou nd, 
while on the other only m arsu pials 
ex ist. 
No tapirs or rhinoceroses 
ex ist to the east of W allace’s line, which inclu des 
A u stralia and New Gu inea, bu t abou t the period 
when the m astodon and the m am m oth flou rished 
in America a hu ge marsu pial known as the dipro­ 
dont is known to hav e ex isted In Au stralia. 
Fos­ 
sil rem ains recently discov ered leav e no dou bt as 
to its gigantic size, and, althou gh there is, of 
cou rse, no m eans of ascertaining its appearance 
in life, as it has been ex tinct for- sev eral thou ­ 
sands of y ears, the gazeka appears to bear 
a 
m arked 
resem blance 
in 
form 
to 
this 
ancient 
m onster. 
T hat a few diprodonts cou ld hav e su rv iv ed 
to this day despite the ex tinction of the main 
part of the ty pe, is not considered u nlikely by 
the scientists, who point ou t that natu re does not 
u su ally blot ou t a whole class of anim als su dden­ 
ly , bu t that, on the contrary , it is som etimes 
thou sands of y ears before the last indiv idu al 
m em ber of the ty pe su ccu mbs to the conditions 
which destroy ed his fellows. 
The British ex plorers are endu ring many hard­ 
ships in their scientific ex pedition. In New Gu inea 
the tem peratu re is nev er less than 114 degrees 
in the shade, and w ater is not alway s accessible. 
Bu t if these ardent ex plorers really captu re a 
liv ing diprodont they will consider their labors 
well rewarded. 


ONCE HOME OF F AMOUS SC HOOL 


Ascending the hill slope of Indian Qu een lane, 
one passes ov er a winding roadway throu gh what 
was once a thickly wooded grov e ov erlooking the 
Ridge road and the Schu y lkill riv er, a qu aint 
clu ster of three hou ses now joined as one hom e­ 
stead. 
A tablet swings from the arch in one of 
its ancient doorway s, 6tatlng that this wu s the 
home of Dr. Smith, the first prov ost of the col­ 
lege— afterw ard the Univ ersity of Pennsy lv ania. 
Althou gh the stru ctu re known in these day s 
as Dr. Sm ith's home now has the appearance of 
being one large bu ilding, it com prises what was 
originally 
three 
distinct 
hou ses, 
with 
qu aint 
spring hou ses and ou tbu ildings, the 
Philadelphia 
Inqu irer say s. 
The old records show that Dr. 
Smith bu ilt these three clu sters of strange bu ild­ 
ings on the hill nearly opposite the Old Falls tav ­ 
ern, among which was the octagon bu ilding and 
the v au lt in which his rem ains and others of his 
family were deposited immediately on the brow 
of the hill. 
The old “octagon bu ilding,” which 
created mu ch com m ent when first bu ilt becau se 
of its u nu su al constru ction, was called “S m ith’s 
Folly ” in the early day s, bu t its many windowed 
recesses were the special delight of the cele­ 
brated u niv ersity prov ost. 
The residents of the Falls of Schu y lkill find 
pecu liar satisfaction today in the preserv ation of 
this old landm ark becau se of its im portant asso­ 
ciation with the early edu cation of this section. 
Not only was it the home of Dr. Smith, and m ade 
famou s for Its connection with the beginning* of 


the 
Univ ersity of 
Pennsy lv ania, 
bu t 
becau se 
from this historic bu ilding there was introdu ced 
the famou s Pestalozzi sy stem of edu cation which 
made its influ ence felt throu ghou t the cou ntry . 
Early historians state that it was abou t the 
y ear 18 09 that there came to the falls a v ery 
n 
gu lu r character, Joseph Neef, a pu pil of the cele­ 
brated Pestalozzi of Switzerland. He was indu ced 
to come to this cou ntry for the pu rpose of estab­ 
lishing Pestalozzi’s sy stem of edu cation by Wil­ 
liam McClu re, the philosopher, w'ho endowed the 
Academy of N atu ral Sciences of Philadelphia. 
Mr. N ref’s school occu pied the Smith property 
for many 
y ears; 
the octagon 
and 
connecting 
bu ilding were occu pied as the schoolhou se and 
the adjoining bu ildings were u sed as dwellings. 
The school soon became large and flou rishing, 
boy s coming from all parts of the cou ntry to 
attend. 
There are still among the residents of the 
Falls of Schu y lkill those whose fathers or g rand­ 
fathers attended the famou s Neef school, and 
they delight in relating the stories handed down 
to them of the methods of stu dy in the fine old 
grov eu su rrou nding the school bu ilding.

Not the hu rt of the darkness, 
bu t the hu rt of the light, which e m ­ 
braces all so tenderly and lov ingly , 
and may not be seen. 
Pitifu l Object Lesson. 
Oscar Wilde had v ision—saw and 
heard

withal dam ned him self so u tterly in 
m en’s ey es. 
One of the ou tcasts him ­ 
self, by his own and past's m aking, 
that Heading prison gav e him tex t for 
a serm on of m assiv e scope and in- 
j tensity .

losing and the winning. 
One standard of v alu es cannot be 
tru e for all—not y et. 
Mercifu l 
sociologists 
arc 
sorely 
needed on ju dges’ benches. 
Until the races of men are prepared 
for an ideal anarchy , su ch as Is ou t­ 
lined in the (» olden Ru le, those m en 
born 
into the world 
morally blind 
m u st hav e gu ides and protectors. 
Not condoners—not pardoners who 
will heartfu lly say , “ You hav e done 
no wrong thing. 
It is the past which 
has wronged y ou .” 
R ather, men who 
know v ista, phy sicians in the largest 
sense, to whom all hu m an life shall 
seem of some u tility —of som e real 
worth to fu tu re generations, if wisely 
directed. 
Phy sicians for the blind—these are 
they whom the blind races need! Men 
1 who can forecast fair deeds in the 
liv es of men and women that are be- 
i ing hou nded to hells of their own 
blind making. 
A lw a ys One W hite Way. 
Some day s ago my com rade said: 
“ For me there is alw ay s one w hite 
way — one real right cou rse to pu rsu ed 
in any dilem m a.” 
It was tru th for 
her. 
For all children of the light, for 
all tha t come Into the world u nd er 
graciou s au spices—for these, too, her 
words w ere tru th.

“dry farming** 
movement 
which has taken hold in the central 
and western parts of Canada and the 
United State s, summer ullage, or sum­ 
mer fallow, has been given a large 
place. 
This makes it an important 
Question to have some suitable imple­ 
ment to keep down the weeds on the 
summer fallow. 
The accompanying 
illustration 
shows 
a 
simple device 
which is described by Prof. J. G. 
Hogenson. Agronomist, Utah Agricul­ 
tural college. 
Speaking of it in the 
Dry Farming Congress Bulletin, he 
says: 
No subject is of greater interest to 
the arid farmer of today than the se-

Devonshire. 


London.—Millions of people have 
read Blackmore’s great tale of Ex­ 
moor, and have supposed that once 
upon a time Lom a Boone and Jan 
Ridd really lived. 
One of the great­ 
e s t jurists in the world now suggests 
th at they all have believed a myth. 
The skeptic is Sir Edward Fry, ex­ 
lord justice and a member of the 
Som erset Archaeological society. 
Sir 
Edward Fry is an expert judge of the 
value of evidence, and he holds that 
th ere Is no evidence th at there ever 
were any marauding Doones on Ex­ 
moor. 
It w’as at a meeting of the Somer* 
net Archaeological society that Sir 
Edward Fry set out to demolish the 
legend of Lom a Doone. 
While admit­ 
ting that, on the face of it. ti 
story 
w as perfectly probable, he said that 
while old writers referred to the tra­ 
ditions of other banditti, such as the 
Gubbinses of Dartmoor, 
no 
writer 
m entioned any Doone tradition. 
“No piece of historical 
evidence 
h as ever been produced," said Sir 
Edward, “to show that the band ex­ 
isted, although their long-continued 
misdeeds were of a nature to produce 
a whole library of psnny chapbooks. 
such as formed the reading of coun­ 
try people in the seventeenth and 
eighteenth centuries. 
“ 'Lom a Doone,* Is a magnificent 
story, but the efforts to give it basis 
of fact provide painful reading for 


those who desire the progress of his­ 
torical studies." 
It will be interesting to see what 
Devonshire people think of the

These weeds, if allowed 
to grow, rob the land of its valuable 
moisture and plant food and thus de­ 
stroy the real object of fallowing, the 
conservation of moisture, because we 
may as well grow’ a crop of grain as 
a crop of weeds, 
lf the principal ob 
ject of summer fallowing is to con­ 
serve moisture, the weeds must be 
kept dow n if this purpose is to be ac­ 
complished. 
I have traveled along 
w’eedy fields of grain and fallow land 
from the east to the w*est and from 
the north to the south and the ques­ 
tion has therefore come home to me 
very forcibly: 
“Can these weeds be 
destroyed?” 
The average farmer will 
say, “No, I cannot keep the weeds 
down. 
I harrow and disc and it only 
Beems to make them grow’ faster.” 
I 
believe that they can be kept down 
if the right steps be taken, and weeds 
should be kept down if we have to get 
laws to do it. 
One day last year while traveling 
through one of the most weedy dis­ 
tricts of the state of Utah, I suddenly 
came upon a genuine oasis in a desert 
of weeds, a paradise of cleanliness 
and order as compared with the weedy 
chaos surrounding. 
No weary trav­ 
eler in the great Sahara ever gazed 
upon a fertile spot in the desert with 
greater thanksgiving than I did upon 
this farm. Here in the midst of a sea

The long part of the steel be­ 
low the bend is sharpened on tho 
front side so that weeds will be cut, 
this blade being about 13 inches long. 
The knives on the front plank slope 
to the right, while those on the rear 
plank slope to the left. 
This arrange­ 
ment makes It impossible for any 
weeds to be missed, or any part of the 
ground 
to 
remain 
unstirred.

framework levels the land and crushes 
the clods, while the knives destroy 
the weeds and loosen the ground to 
the depth of three inches and form a 
perfect mulch.

The law which ex clu ded Spaniards born In Mex ico from equ al rig hts with 
those who were im m ig rants and the consequ ent repu g nance and jealou sy 
which arose between the two parties, tog ether with the alienation of the 
clerg y and the remov al of their influ ence in the enforcement of g ov ernm ent 
decrees, which necessitated the u se of more forcible m easu res, the g ranting 
of commercial monopolies, and the sev erity ex ercised in dealing with cases 
of treason, all worked to the establishm ent of a feeling of discontent and the 
g rowth of rev olu tionary sentiments. 
Bu t it was left to 
one of 
the 
clerg y , a 
priest of the city of 
Dolores, F ather Mig u el 
Hidalg o, to g iv e these 
sentim ents ou tward ex ­ 
pression and to raise 
th e 
flag 
of 
rebellion 
ag ainst 
the 
mother 
cou ntry . F ather Hidalg o 
was the second son of 
Christobal 
Hidalg o 
y 
Costilla and Ana Maria 
de 
Gallag a, 
and 
w as 
born on the Hacienda 
Corralejo in the « rtate 
of Gu anaju ato or 
the 
eig hth 
of 
May , 
17 53. 
His early y ears were 
spent ot fhe farm 
of 
wFiicft his father was 
the manag er. 
As 
he 
g rew' older he pu rsu ed 
his stu dies of philoso­ 
phy 
and 
theolog y 
at 
the Colleg e of San Ni­ 
colas, and abou t 17 7 8 
he came to Mex ico City to receiv e the 
sacred orders and the deg ree of bach­ 
elor of theolog y . 
He serv ed as pastor 
of v ariou s parishes, and on the death 
of an older brother was transferred 
to the City of Dolores, w here 
lie 
worked for the enlig htenm ent of his 
people in the arts and sciences and 
the 
encou rag em ent 
of 
ag ricu ltu ral 
and indu strial pu rsu its. 
He first in­ 
trodu ced in that district the cu ltiv a­ 
tion of the g rape and the planting of 
m u lberry trees for the breeding of 
the silkworm. 
He, moreov er, estab 
lished a crockery factory and a brick 
y ard and constru cted a tannery and 
other 
commercial 
institu tions. 
All 
this, tog ether 
with 
his 
g enerosity , 
m ade him mu ch belov ed by his par 
ishioners and especially the Indians, 
whose lang u ag e he was familiar with 
Being fond of mu sic, he tau g ht them 
to 
play 
and 
formed an 
orchestra 
among them, g iv ing all 
his 
energ y 
to 
the 
g reater civ ilization and prog ress of his cou ntry . 
In 18 09 there was formed in Valladolid a 
conspiracy which bad for its object the assem ­ 
bling In Mex ico City of a cong ress to g ov ern 
New Spain in the name of Fernando VII., in 
the ev ent that the mother cou ntry shou ld fall 
to the arm s of the French, which withou t 
seriou s Intention mig ht probably lead to the 
Independence of the cou ntry . 
The 
u prising 
was planned to take place on December 21, 
bu t being discov ered, all the conspirators were 
Imprisoned. 
Howev er, there being hu t little 
ev idence ag ainst them, they were soon g iv en 
their liberty . 
The conspiracy being su ppressed in Valla­ 
dolid, sprang u p in Q u eretaro with renewed 
streng th. H ere it receiv ed protection from the 
correg idor, or may or, of th at city , who fu r­ 
nished many recru its, pending the tim e when 
secret action wou ld be no long er necessary . 
At this time Hidalg o became enlisted in the 
cau se of the conspiracy ; bu t it is not known 
by what motiv es he was influ enced. 
He had 
had nu merou s discu ssions with his friend, Ig 
nacio Allende, 
reg arding 
Independence, bu t 
with no more seriou s object on his part than 
pu re arg u m ent and withou t thou g ht of ta k­ 
ing any activ e part in the mov ement. Allende, 
how’ev er. was qu ick to interest himself in the 
cau se, althou g h warned by Hidalg o th at the 
orig inators of su ch enterprises seldom enjoy ed 
the fru its of them. 
Bu t in the month of Sep­ 
tember, 18 10, Hidalg o receiv ed a letter from 
Allende at Qu eretaro asking him to come to 
that city on a m atter of mu ch importance. 
He 
went, bu t was little im pressed by the people 
he met, as they were withou t resou rces and 
of small importance, and he retu rned to his 
home som ewhat disg u sted with his v isit. H ow ­ 
ev er, another letter from Allende pictu red the 
state of afTairs In su ch encou rag ing words that 
he decided to g iv e his time and energ y to the 
cau se. 
He had made in the town 25 lances 
and placed himself in commu nication with the 
dru m major and two serg eants of the battalion 
of Gu anaju ato in order that they mig ht secu re 
some troop for the rev olu tion. 
His efforts, 
considering the short time which he had, were 
most su ccessfu l; bu t, u nfortu nately , the con­ 
spiracy reached the ears of the au thorities and 
many were imprisoned. 
Hidalg o sent Immedi­ 
ately for Allende, who arriv ed in Dolores on 
the nig ht of Septem ber 14, and the whole of 
the nex t day was spent in conferences withou t 
any decision being reached as to the best 
cou rse to pu rsu e. 
Meanwhile Joseft Ortiz, the wife of the cor­ 
reg idor of Qu eretaro, being an ardent believ er 
in the rev olu tionary mov ement, sent a m essen­ 
g er to the town of San Mig u el el Grande, so 
th a t Allende shou ld be informed of the news. 
Not finding Allende, who had been su mmoned 
by Hidalg o, the messag e was deliv ered to an­ 
other conspirator by the nam e of Aldaraa, who 
left immediately for Dolores, arriv ing there 
at two o'clock In the morning of the six teenth, 
lie fou nd ev ery body asleep In the hou se of the 
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wag ons and the setting fire to the 
fields in their front, compelled the in­ 
su rg ents to retreat in g reat disorder. 
This was the beg inning of the end of 
the brilliant career of Hidalg o. He fled 
with other insu rg ents northw ard and 
su rrendered his command to Allende. 
At Saltillo it was decided to flee to 
the United States and to enlist the 
sy m pathy of this rising repu blic. Bu t 
on the way they fell into an am bu sh 
planned in the interest of a cou nter 
rev olu tion hv a discontented rev olu ­ 
tionary colonel by the nam e of Elizon­ 
do. 
Hidalg o and Allende were 
cap­ 
tu red, tried and condemned to death, 


priest, bu t awaking Allende, both sou g ht the 
room of Hidalg o, who immediately arose and 
ex claimed: ‘‘Gentlemen, we are lost; there is 
now no other recou rse bu t to attack the Span 
iards.” 
To which A ldam a replied: “Sir, what 
are y ou g oing to do? 
For the lov e of God, 
what is to be done?” 
After this sev eral hou r3 
were spent in v ain discu ssion. 
Hidalg o now 
showed hfc g reatness. 
He did not think of 
flig ht, althou g h on accou nt of his sacred pro­ 
fession he cou ld easily hav e fou nd safety . 
Bu t 
he preferred to fig ht for his principles and his 
conv ictions. 
Knowing fu ll well that his com­ 
panions were in prison and the thread of the 
rev olu tion had been snapped, withou t troops 
withou t arms, he preferred to face almost cer­ 
tain death, rem em bering his w arning to Al­ 
lende, that seldom the orig inators of su ch 
u ndertaking s enjoy ed the fru its of their efforts. 
Hidalg o then, with his brother, Allende, 
Aldama and elev en other men left his hou se 
fu lly armed and proceeded to the Jail, and. 
threatening the may or with his pistol, dem and­ 
ed th e release of his fellow-conspirators. 
His 
dem ands hav ing been complied with, he now 
had 8 0 men, whom he arm ed with the swords 
of the soldiers of the reg im ent of the qu een, 
which were deliv ered to Serg eant Martinez. 
It was Su nday and earlier than the u su al 
hou r for mass. 
Hidalg o, howev er, su mmoned 
the people of the town and the farm ers from 
the su rrou nding cou ntry , from whom he se­ 
cu red by his eloqu ent words abou t 300 fol­ 
lowers. 
A m arch wras m ade to Rincon, which 
was taken withou t resistance, and many Span­ 
iards were m ade prisoners. 
Then proceeding 
to San Mig u el el Grande, he su rprised the 
g arrison and obtained arm s and money . Mean 
while his m arch throu g h the v illag es had au g ­ 
m ented his ranks with people of all classes, 
principally Indians with m achetes. 
He had 
fou nd at one place an imag e of the Virg in of 
Gu adalu pe, which 
was 
attached 
to a lance 
and borne aloft as the fu tu re banner of the 
rev olu tion, w’hile the battle cry becam e “Long 
liv e the Virg in of Gu adalu pe and death to the 
S paniards!” 
And y early General Diaz g iv es 
this “g rito” at elev en o’clock on the nig ht of 
Septem ber 15, as he stands with his v ener 
able head bared and ring s the g reat bell of 
the National palace, to the enthu siastic 
ap­ 
plau se of his people g athered in dense throng s 
in the pu blic squ are, or zocalo. 
On Septem ber 21 the insu rg ents marched 
throu g h Cham acu ero and entered Celay a, sack­ 
ing the hou ses of the Spaniards and secu ring 
su ch money and arm s as they cou ld lay their 
hands on. 
H ere Hidalg o was proclaimed g en­ 
eral by a cong ress of the people, and Allende 
was placed second in command, 
Hidalg o then set ou t for G u anaju ato with 
abou t 50,000 men, and when he reached the 
city he fou nd th at the Spaniards had taken 
refu g e in a larg e and strong bu ilding which 
had been u sed as a g ranary . 
H ere the roy al­ 
ists had brou g ht the g ov ernm ent treasu ry and 
their priv ate wealth, fortify ing them selv es as 
best they cou ld. 
After a bloody conflict the 
place was finally storm ed and taken and most 
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“Mrs. Billtops say s,” said Mr. B., 
“th at w’hen I’m sick I fall down and 
break u p and collapse and g o to pieces 
g enerally . 
She doesn’t say this u n­ 
kindly , y ou know, or any thing like 
that. bu t she say s that when I’m sick 
I’m a baby , and I g u ess it’s so.

a cold, Ezra; y ou ’v e g ot a hard cold, 
th a t’s all,” and then she smiles some 
more and g oes on abou t her work— 
she nev er lets u p on th a t—and I sit 
back and make my self as near com­ 
fortable as I can, thinking that, well, 
perhaps th a t’s all that is the m atter 
with me, bu t wishing th a t w hatev er 
it is I mig ht soon g et ov er it.

well. 
I had ju st spontaneou sly , with­ 
ou t knowing it, started whistling . And 
that was a pleasant su rprise to me, 
bu t I stopped it rig ht away , knowing 
th at I was not as well an I mig ht be; 
I had g ot to nu rse my illness a little 
y et; 
bu t I hadn’t g one m ore’n ten 
rods fu rther before 1 fou nd my self 
hu m m ing a tu ne; apparently my body 
was feeling so mu ch better th at it 
was bou nd to ex press itself somehow 
ev en if I did try to choke it off; and 
when I g ot into the hou se and Mrs. 
Billtops had taken a look at me: 
“ ‘Ezra,’ she say s, cheerfu lly , ‘I think 
y ou are feeling better tonig ht,' and 
I said: 
“ 'Y—es, I think I am feeling a lit­ 
tle better, and before the ev ening was 
ov er I fou nd my self lau g hing at some- 
May 26. 18 11. and Hidalg o on Ju ly I thing : and this m orning I am m a y 
31. 
And thu s perished 
a noble fwHnK <lu ite considerable better, au d 
and 
brav e man. Mex ico's first and I think that by a cou ple of day s more 
g randest champion of liberty .

am v ery rarely ailing at all; alm ost to- 
instead of erecting tem porary ex - : v ariably 1 enjoy ex cellent g ood health 
at g reat cost, I an(* keen g ood spirits, and 1 am al- 
little Inclined to wonder that 
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of the inhabitants 
pu t to the sword. 
The 
hou ses of the city were pillag ed and the de­ 
stru ction of property was g eneral. 
Althou g h 
Hidalg o issu ed an edict and attached 
g rav e 
penalties for the offenders, he was powerless 
to prev ent the ex cesses com m itted by the u n­ 
disciplined 
m asses. 
After 
order 
had 
been 
finally restored Hidalg o tu rned his attention 
to the m anu factu re of cannon for his troops 
and the m inting of the silv er bars, from the 
many mines in th a t v icinity , which had been 
captu red in the city . 
Meanwhile the 
g ov ernm ent 
prepared 
to 
com bat the rev olu tion and throu g h the medi­ 
u m of the chu rch sou g ht to g ain control ov er 
the minds of the lower classes, an edict of ex - 
commu nication being issu ed by the the bishop 
of Michoacan ag ainst Hidalg o, Allende and Al­ 
dama. 
To cou nteract the effect of this on the 
minds of the people, Hidalg o pu blished an an­ 
swer. declaring his firm adherence to the doc­ 
trines of the Catholic faith and calling u pon 
all to resist their oppressors. 
On the eig hth s>f October Hidalg o com­ 
menced his m arch to Valladolid, Intending at 
first to attack Qu eretaro. 
H earing of his com­ 
ing , the au thorities of Valladolid deserted the 
city and the arm y of insu rg ents was receiv ed 
by the citizens with g reat ov ation. 
On October 19 Hidalg o m arched toward 
Mex ico City and was met at Las Cru ces by 
the roy alist forces u nder command of Lieu ten­ 
ant Coloned Tru jillo, who was su rrou nded by 
the insu rg ents and 
forced 
to cu t his way 
throu g h the enem y ’s rear and re treat to Mex ­ 
ico City . 
The battle cost Hidalg o abou t 2.000 
in killed and wou nded, and instead of adv anc­ 
ing on the city he determ ined to retreat, being 
influ enced in his decision by the news that 
General Calleja had left San Lu is Potosi with 
reinforcements. 
T he 
retreating 
insu rg ents 
and Calleja’s forces m et at Acu lco; the for­ 
mer. howev er, with bu t little fig hting , contin­ 
u ed their retreat, leav ing in the field their 
bag g ag e and artillery . 
Hidalg o, with redu ced 
forces, 
retired 
to Valladolid, 
while Allende 
posted 
himself at Gu anaju ato ami was at­ 
tacked and badly defeated by Calleja. with 
g reat loss in killed and wou nded. 
Hidalg o, m eanwhile, repaired 
to Gu adala­ 
ja ra with his reorg anized army and was re­ 
ceiv ed with g reat pomp by the people of the 
city . 
H ere he org anized a form of g ov ernm ent 
with Ig nacio Lopez Ray on as secretary -g eneral. 
In 
Janu ary , 
18 11, Hidalg o 
mov ed 
from 
G u adalajara with th e larg est arm y that was 
ev er u nder his command, m eeting the mu ch 
sm aller force of th e enemy u nder Calleja at 
the bridg e of Calderon, abou t 35 miles from 
the city . 
T he defeat of the roy alists was 
tu rned into v ictory by a series of misfortu nes, 
which, by the ex plosion of their am m u nition 


position 
bu ilding s 
the money will be u s e d‘in perm a­ 
nent im prov em ents throu g hou t the 
repu blic. 
The prog ram for Septem ber in 
the capital city will inclu de the 
dedication 
of 
many 
new 
pu blic 
bu ilding s, m onu m ents and parks, a 
g reat civ ic and m ilitary parade, a < 
historical 
pag eant, 
fireworks 
dis­ 
play s, balls, g arden, parties, free 
theatrical perform ances, and m any 
other featu res. 
To assist in her 
centennial celebration, Mex ico inv ited all of 
the nations of the world with whom diplomatic 
relations are m aintained. 
The response was 
hearty and sincere, m ost of the nations send­ 
ing special diplomatic representativ es and not 
a few of them are represented by w arships 
riding at anchor In the Mex ican ports. 
France, Germany , and China sig nified th eir 
intention of presenting Mex ico a lasting m e­ 
morial on the occasion of this centennial. 
The 
first will retu rn the silv er key s to Mex ico g iv en 
to the French on their entry into the capital, 
Germ any will erect a m onu m ent to Hu mboldt, 
while China will g iv e a su itable g ift. 
O ther 
nations will contribu te in a su bstantial way 
toward com m em orating the period.

Pop u lar Home Jou rnal. One the other 
end of each string 
tie 
a 
p ointed 
stick of p retty good size, and strong. 
Driv e these sticks into the grou nd as 
far from the rop e as y ou can. 
The 
shoot will now m ake a good roof. Two 
more sheets are now u sed for the 
sides of the tent. 
Each sheet m akes 
an end and one side. 
Use safety q ins to p in u p these sides. 
The hole a t each end of the te nt u nder 
the roof Is necessary to keep it cool 
and comfortable. 
Most tents are v ery 
stu ffy and hot. bu t this tent will be 
fou nd v ery satisfactory and answ er 
the p u rp ose as well as the av erage 
tent which one Is ap t to p u rchase.

W ritin g W a s Covew d W ith Sheet o f 
Horn to Protect Lettering From 
Dirty Fingers. 


The earliest English book for chil­ 
dren was “The Babies’ Book, or 
A 
Ly ttl Rep ort of How You ng Peop le 
Shou ld Behav e.” 
The horn books ex 
Isted In Elizabeth’s reign. 
The w rit­ 
ing w as cov ered with a sheet of horn 
in order to p rotect the lettering from 
contact w’illi dirty fingers. 
The chap book contained most of 
the familiar nu rsery rhy m es and sto­ 
ries which hav e ap p ertained to nu rs­ 
ery lore for generations. 
They ex hibit 
v ery cru de 
woodcu ts, often 
dau bed 
with Inap p rop riate 
color, 
and 
the 
com m onest p ap er as a ru le was u sed. 
They were hawked abou t by the chap ­ 
men or p edler and cost only a few 
p ence ap iece. 
They serv ed to p erp etu ate su ch fa­ 
m iliar ditties as "Sing a Song of Six ­ 
p ence,’’ 
which dates from 
the six ­ 
teenth centu ry ; “Three Blind Mice,” 
in u se, with mu sic, 
in 
1609 ; 
“The 
Frog and the Mou se,” in ex istence in 
158 0; and “Girls and Boy s Come Ou t 
to Play ,” which was su ng by the v il­ 
lagers 
in the tim e of Charles II.; 
“Little Jack 
H orner,” we know, is 
older than the sev enteenth centu ry ; 
and last hu t not least, “Lu cy Locket,” 
the tu ne from which originated “Yan­ 
kee Doodle.” 
A few of what were called “battle­ 
dore books’’ hav e been handed dow’n 
to u s. 
They were three leav ed cards 
which were 
folded u p 
into 
oblong 
p ocked shap ed p ieces. 
These tau ght 
reading and nu m erals in the dam e 
schools in town and cou ntry . 
The lit­ 
tle gilt books, 
as they w'ere 
called, 
adorned on the ou tside with gilt Du tch 
p ap er 
colored flowers, were 
mu ch 
p rized gift books of that p eriod. 
According to the Qu een, children 
wore emp loy ed coloring su ch p ictu re 
hooks by hand, one chiW doing all the 
red in the series of illu strations, an 
other all the blu e, and so" on. 
Of 
cou rse they gained p recision by rep e­ 
tition, bu t we v ery often find the tints 
ov erlap p ing, as if carried ou t by an 
inex p erienced hand.

T he p ota­ 
tions were som etim es continu ed 
du ­ 
ring the ev ening. 
Ale was also u sed 
In large q u antities. 
W ine was u sed, 
bu t not so freely becau se of its g reat­ 
er cost. 
Drinking In England in the 18 th 
centu ry was a general habit am ong all 
classes. 
The clergy , m erchants, law-, 
v ers, ju dges, tradesm en and w orking­ 
m en all drank. 
In 17 36 there 
were 
7 ,044 gin-shop s in I-ondon and ov er 
3,000 other p laces w here gin was sold, 
so that one hou se In ev ery fiv e was 
a resort for drinkers, to say nothing 
of the v ast q u antities of beer. gin. 
wine and other Intox icants consu m ed 
at home. 
Gin had grown to be the fav orite 
tip p le, esp ecially with the work p eo­ 
p le, some of whom sp ent mu ch of their 
wages in the flery stu ff that brou ght 
sp eedy intox ication. 
W hen we think how ex tensiv ely in­ 
tox icants w ere emp loy ed and how the 
old-time u sages of the m other cou n­ 
try w ere transferred to this land, and 
how general du ring the colonial p e­ 
riod and for m any y ears later here 
was the free u se of liq u ors, we m u st 
not be discou raged at the slow p rog­ 
ress of efforts a t secu ring sobriety .
